A CONTEMPORARY COL¬

about the "Seville" orange the 
other day. She was right when 
she said that you can't buy one 
for love or money, that it is 
grown in Spain and North Africa, 
and that it makes a better Eng¬ 
lish marmalade than any other 
variety of orange. But here are 
some facts which should interest 
not only my contemporary but 
many of my local friends: 

In 1891, E. Waldo Ward plant¬ 
ed a large part of his Sierra 
Madre oranqe acreage to Seville 
oranges so that he would be able 
to make the English or bitter¬ 
sweet marmalade as well as the 
sweet marmalade which is better 
known to the American palate. 
These oranges have never been 
for sale, but for a number of 
years many cars of Seville orange 
pulp have been shipped to Can¬ 
ada for the manufacture of mar¬ 
malade there. 

The present modern Ward pre¬ 
serving factory is on the site of 
the original plant adjacent to 
what is probably America's only 
grove of Seville oranges, and ts 
operated by Ed Ward, son of 
:he pioneer orange grower. The 
aest marmalade obtainable any¬ 
where is made right here in Our- 
ville, both sweet and bitter 
sweet.

FIRE FLAMES 


The first real fire of the year 
was a big one, bigger and of more 
anxious concern than we as fire¬ 
men care to experience. Thanks 
to someone and everybody the 
fire of Monday night was at a 
time when the winds of the past 
few days had subsided. Altho' we 
were successful in preventing 
spread of the fire to adjoining 
buildings, we are not entirely sat¬ 
isfied with the results. The con¬ 
fusion undergone by the early ar¬ 
rival of the truck when the driver 
was unable to locate the exact 
area of the fire, was not entirely 
the fault of the firemen nor the 
man who received the call. Be¬ 
cause folks do not give the house 
number nor the name of the own¬ 
ers. a great difficulty is borne by 
the truck driver. It was only 
when the fire broke into a blaze 
that the men were able to decide 
just what to do, which means 
that several minutes were lost. 
We earnestly ask that if the num- j 
her of the house cannot be men¬ 
tioned. that then the location of 
the house, including which side of 
street, be it east, west, north or 
south, be definitely told to the 
man at the phone. He can only 
relay to the firemen what he 
knows. 

All this brines to mind the dif¬ 
ficulty of the firemen and the po¬ 
lice in locating houses where there 
are no plainly posted numbers dis¬ 
played. It is of great importance 
that each house have a conspicu¬ 
ous number some where it can 
be seen from the street. During 
the past few years the curb num¬ 
bers have been very poor as far 
as being easy to read is concerned 
It may mean sometime, the dif¬ 
ference between life and death or 
it may mean minutes that may 
save a house. Why does not each 
householder do something about 
this condition? 

To have a serious and destruct¬ 
ive fire so early in the new year 
would perhaps indicate a bad fu¬ 
ture. but if we continue to use 
caution and care, particularly 
with outdoor burning, we may re¬ 
peat our good records as of the 
past year. 

Because of the lateness of the 
hour the day and the news, we 
must close with an earnest re- 
i quest that all aid us in keeping 
: the FIRES OUT.

For now murky clouds 
were coming over, and in the air 
was a raw mist creeping in upon 
the town from the outer reaches 
of great Galway Bav and its 
Islands of Arran—Inishmore, In- 
ishman, and Inisheer—those grim 
and barren buffers of high tides, 
wild winds, and engulfing whirl¬ 
pools so fraught with tragedy for 
mariners. In this mood I sensed 
that the railway hotel was prob¬ 
ably the nearest approach to that 
temporary touch of domesticity 
and sheltered security for which 
I hungered at the moment. And 
so it proved; for in spite of its 
hard gray stone exterior, the 
“Great Southern Hotel” seemed to 
me to be probably more inviting 
than any other public lodging 
place I would be able to find in 
this “frontier” seaport facing the 
portals of the open, vast, and 
chilly Atlantic. I committed my¬ 
self by entering, and found there 
an air of grim and solid respecta¬ 
bility, perfect order and cleanli¬ 
ness bolstered by the highly re¬ 
spectable tariff of 17/6 per day 
for bed and board. It was a place 
for sober, solid citizens—no frills, 
but the kippered herring was 
sound and the tea well-made and 
ample.

can yield quickly to a good, hot 
dinner, especially with stout or 
beer or porter or good wine to 
welcome it down, the whole effect 
calling for at least a temperate 
loosening of the belt—without os¬ 
tentation, of course, but neverthe¬ 
less slipping an eyelet—or two! 
And so it was that misty, raw 
evening in Galway, when I found 
the dining room and solace a few 
minutes after my train's arrival.

Turbulent West. My curiosity 
could not resist the Impulse to 
stop off again before reaching 
Galway, my far’hest west in Ire¬ 
land. Ennis, whose name I have 
since learned means in Gaelic “an 
island,” intrigued me merely by 
its sound, and so I found myself 
getting off the train again only 
25 miles northwest of Limerick. 
The stop proved worth the trouble 
and time, for Ennis, though “the 
is a quaint and re- 


astery, which incidentally was 
once a famous seat of learning. 
Originally an abbey—that is, with 
a resident Abbot—this group of 
ruins today is alive only in its 
church—and it is the parish 


church- _ 

church—where the high tower has 
been a little too obviously “re¬ 
stored” by placing stucco over 
stone, but there are several fine 
tombs therein, a marble screen 
from the richer period of long 
ago, a good east window, and an 
altar dedicated to that great and 
luminous Christian, St. Francis. 
Also the original Chapter House 
remains—as a symbol of that 
“greatest century" of the Church, 
the Thirteenth, during which the J 
Abbey was begun by a patron 
with the resounding and mouth- 
filling name of Donough Carbrac 
O’Brien. Mosses, lichen, and deli¬ 
cate ferns cast a soft green man¬ 
tle about all such ruins In Ire¬ 
land, as if Nature were taking 
pains to make light of man’s de¬ 
struction of man's creations. 

By now I was well under the 
spell of visiting ruins, so I walked 
down the railway track a mile, 
back in the direction from which 
my train had come, and visited 
the larger ruins of Clare Abbey 
near Clare Castle. And around 
and about were others' ruins—all 
eloquent of what can happen to 
a rich civilization when an oppos¬ 
ing idea raises its head or an 
alien civilization, stronger, more 
iggressive—though not necessarily 
better—starts to expand and as¬ 
sert its place in the sun. The 
very fineness of the older is often 
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county town, 
mote little place, scattered about 
in a helter-skelter manner, criss¬ 
crossed everywhere by stone walls, 
narrow streets, and threaded by 
the River Fergus with its mill- 
race, and shadowed by a barracks 
at that time reminiscent of “the 
Trouble”, of less than two years 
before and still in the air. It is 
difficult to convey the other-world 
atmosphere of such Irish towns 
as Ennis, half in ruins and think¬ 
ing nothing of it, mostly of the 
past and making little of what’s 
left—just drifting along—gossip¬ 
ing, getting their simple meals, 
going to mass, repeating tall sto¬ 
ries of their relatives in America, 
patching up what breaks down 
and finally getting along without 
it. That is the impression one 
gains. 

But the people are not down¬ 
hearted when they see a stranger; 
they talk sociably and good-na¬ 
turedly in a rich velvety “brogue,” 
as several men did to me that 
morning after I had stopped in 
to hear and observe the Mass 
which was going on in the church 
of the decaying Franciscan mon-
